frantic haste, ‘They realised the strategic 
importance -of the position and were deter: 
mined that, within the short time left to 

-] them -before the arrival of the Japanese, it 
should be made as impregnable as possible, 
It was unlikely of course that the remnants 
of the Russian armies would give it up 
without a struggle, for as we pointed out 
the other day, Tiehting, or the great pass, is 
the strongest position that can be found 
anywhere on the railway between Harbin 
and Newchwang, and it is not to be easily 
oulflanked. It was open to doubt whether 
they would be ina pasition to avail them: 
selves of the advantages which ‘this natural 
fortress would afford to. powerful army and, 
with the continued success of the Japanese 
troaps, the place has been. taken in a re- 
markably short] period of time. ‘The Rus- 
sians haye commenced another disastrous 
rout and the fighting during the coming 
fortnight or so will probably consist of 
a series of defeats followed by con. 
stant retreats, according as General Kuroki 
succecds in effectually cutting off their 
retreat or not, and the march on = Har- 
bin will commence. The end is thus 
in sight although weeks of fierce fight- 
ing may still have to come to bring it 
about. [t is surmised that when Harbin 
has fallen the task which the Japanese 
set themselves to accomplish when they 
embarked upon the war will have been 
completed, for it is recognised that they 
cannot go on pursuing indefinitely an ever- 
retreating army. No doubt their plans have 
been so carefully taid out that they must 
have drawn a line somewhere beyond which 
they have resolved not to go, They set 
before themselves the task of driving the 
Russians out of Korea and Manchuria, ‘That 
was the primary object of the war and one 
which they are accomplishing with remark- 
able rapidity, thanks to the fleetness of 
Kuropatkin’s forces. Within the course of 
the next few, weeks we shall doubtless 
find that they have drawn much nearer to 
their own territory than they even anticipat- 
ed would be the case when they consented 
toa full evacuation of Manchuria at the 
time of signing the Convention with Chino. 
‘They ought to-have been on the other side 
of the fence by October 1903, were to have 
withdrawn from the Great Wall to the Liau 
Rivera year previous to.that date, trom 
east of the Liau River, including the re- 
mainder of Mukden, and Kirin by April 
1go2, and from the Hehlungkiang province 
some eighteen months ago. But somehow 
the promised programme was not carried out, 
-and the lesson now being taught them by the 
Japanese will be sufficiently impressed upon 
the Empire of the ‘Tsar as to give him cause 
for reflection before entering into agree:

In the north, pans 
hair cloth and camel's wool materials formed 
the garments of the winter, and over these fat- 
ter, men wore fur breastplates, the class of 
animal's skin indicating. the calling of each 
nian, We. see this in the ‘leopard and tiger 
skin fronts of the Chinese and Manchu bannet- 
‘men sind braves of the present day. 

With the sudden increase in the population 
under the peaceful rule of the Tangs dynasty, 
poverty moved beside oppulence and prosperity, 
and it became necessary to provide a tougher. 
and lasting anaterial for the working: peaple. 
Cattle and sheep ‘began to disappear from the 
southern and warmer provinces which werc 
given over almost entirely to the hasbandman. 
There can be little doubt but that the traders 
of this dynasty may ‘be consivered the cotton 
pioneers of China, and their efforts received an 
impetus from that wonderful woman, the Em- 
press Wu ‘Tsih-tien, who insisted on the very 
best clas cotton seeds being introduced to the 
teyions south of the Yangise, that is to say, 
what might, be called’ the Kiangnan delta.
